FINANCE AND TRADE. 


OrricE OF THE DAILY APPEAL, !

FINANCE. 
The local money market, during the 
week, has not exhibited any change of 
marked interest, while elsewhere, partic- 
ularly in New York, the changes have 
been great. Railroad and other fancy 
stocks have vibrated daily; one of the 
_lJatter, Mariposa, have gone almost to the 
dogs, carrying several well-known Wall 
street firms to the bottom. The lavish 
‘‘watering’’ received by that stock Is said 
to be the cause, but the real cause is 
known, probably, to be the worthless 
character of the security itself. He is a 
blind man who invests in Wall street, 
The Buils and Bears will soon have the 
stock gambling business all in their own 
hands, without a vast change for the bet- 
ter takes place and more honesty is dis- 
played by those who manipulate the 
mining, railroad and other shares usually 
sold atthe Stock Exchange. Southern 
securities are the best offered in the East- 
ern markets, but they do not present a 
wide enough scope to operate on, so that 

we héar very little of them. 

Our City Bonds, we presume, will be 
lower, owing to the unexpected difficulty 
which has spring up regarding the pay- 
ment of the July interest, amounting to 
some $110,000. The time is short in which 
to make the necessary arrangements to 
pay this large sum, but we think that the 
able Chairman of the Finance Committee 
will yet be able tosurmount the difficulty 
presented by the action of a few property 
holders, some of whom are in debt to the 
city fortaxes. City Scrip will eventually 
feel the effect of this movement against 
the credit of the city, and will decline. 

County Warrants are in some demand 
and dealers are at variance in their rates. 
Some declare they would not buy at over 
72¢, while others are willing to do some 
better. The demand, we think, is to cover 
short sales for June delivery, and which 
have been made good by loans from 
friendly neighbors. An effort is now be-. 
ing-made to buy, in order to replace these 
loans, 

Police Scrip is weak and only 
demand, _ 

Gold has bcen quite steady during the 
week. The New York market has varied 
from °¢ to yc, but our dealers have main- 
tained a steady buying rate for the small 
amounts presented. 

Money is moderately casy and exchange 
has been offered quite liberally—in other 
words, the demand has been fully met by 
the sales of cotton, but it is expected that 
cotton bills will soon become scarce, When 
the selling rates willadvance.

rates. Stocks generally were large at the 
opening of the season, and our merchants 
are thereby enabled to seil at New York 
prices and make money. The retail trade 
keeps up well, and our Main street houses 
are doing an excellent summer business. 
For boots and shoes there is very little 


season is thus far advaneed. Our large 
wholesale houses report business healthy, 
with a good call for ladies’ and gents’ 
summer wear and prices firm. Indica- 
tions point to higher prices when the fall 
trade sets in. The material has steadily 
advanced in value, while the combina- 
tions among Eastern workmen are such 
as to lead to an apprehension that they 
will advance their wages as soon as orders 
come in for fall goods. In anticipation of 
this, some of the New. York manufac- 
turers are already making up a few fall 
styles, though their orders for summer 
work are not yet completed. 

The grocery market is moderately well 
stocked, and we can name -no single arti- 
cle that does not seem to be imbued with 
the feeling that it also must keep pace 
with its surroundings and stiffen up, if it 
does not really take a step forward. Flour 
alone seems to lack a little of the ‘“‘yeast’’ 
which has somehow gotten into other 
kinds of food, and refuses to stir a peg. 
This, however, may be attributed to the 
fact that the coming crop of cereals 
throughout the North will be the heaviest 
ever known, while the stock held over 
from last year is still very large. It must 
be remembered, too, that in a very short 
time, new flour wifl be in market. Our 
Northern exchanges speak in glowing 
terms of an abundance of bread, while 
we of the South will have a. much larger 
crop of wheat than last. year, Of the 
coming crop in England, a writer in alate 
copy of the London Times says that 
although it is too carly to form a precise 
opinion about the wheat harvest, two 
points may be regarded as tolerably cer- 
tain—there cannot be an early harvest, 
and the crop onthe average cannot be u 
greatone. The writer believes that this 
year will tend to confirm a prediction he 
made several years ago, to the effect that 
wheat would never again be dear in Eng- 
land, and beef would never again be 
cheap. He rests the former opinion on 
the abundant supplies of grdin from 
America and Russia.
